The fallacy of this “some¬ 
thing for nothing” concept 
has been proved in the 
many states where the 
share of the federal tax 
burden exceeds what the 
states get as their share of 
the grant program. 

IN NEW JERSEY, for in¬ 
stance, It cost $2.36 in taxes 
last year for every dollar 
that the federal government 
returned to the state. 

Connecticut’s tax payers 
paid out, according to new 
estimates. S2.13 for every 
dollar of aid received. In 
Illinois the ratio was $1.76 
for every dollar; in Indiana 
$1.71 for every dollar. 

Although California re¬ 
ceives more total aid than 
many states, what we get 
back is still $3 million less 
annually than what we give 
to the government for that 
aid. 

Of course there are many 
distinct federal responsibili¬ 
ties such as national de¬ 
fense, the Forest Service, the 
National Parks, and others 
which supersede the powers 
of the states to provide. But 
it’s time we realized that 
the handouts of the thirties 
were intended as emergency 
measures, and that many of 
them can be dispensed with.

Doctor Recalls Ministrations 
Of 'Nursing Angels’ Here 

News of the death last week of Mrs. Amelia Jen¬ 
sen, Sierra Madre's first city nurse, made appropriate 
these recent recollections by Dr. George W. Groth Sr. 
on the events of some 38 years ago. Mrs. Jensen, who 
died at 96 in Rancho Los Amigos, had been a resident 
of Sierra Madre since 1893.

A few of us can remember the terrible flu epidemic 
that swept the country at the close of ,the First World War. 
Then a Los Angeles cemetery, at a little distance, looked 
like a newly-plowed field. Sierra Madre felt it too, but, 
thanks to a merciful God, the death rate was practically 


ml. 

Our difficulties were of a 
different character. Sierra 
Madre was flooded with tu¬ 
berculosis — civilian cases 
and those from the armed 
forces. 

With sickness and sorrow 
everywhere, there seemed to 
develop a sweet sense of 
sympathy and brotherly 
kindness among the people 
here which in time crystal- 
ized into the employment of 
a city nurse. She was the 
expression of public sympa¬ 
thy at any hour. Her daily 
duty hours were often 24, 
and she was subject to call 
by anyone, rich or poor. 

A city nurse’s duties were 
rather ill-defined but seem¬ 
ed all-inclusive. For exam¬ 
ple, on my way to the office 
I would pass her on the 
street carrying a large bas¬ 
ket of flowers to brighten 
the life of some patient on 
her early call. 

A little later I would find 
her in my office doorway 
with a list of patients’ names 
on a slip of paper saying, 
“This is your share, Doctor— 
now remember the other doc¬ 
tors are doing just as much 
as you.” Then she would be 
gone. 

A “baby case” down in 
the “wash”—and again the 
nurse had beat me to it! 
Upon arrival I’d find she 
had made the patient so 
comfortable that her pains 
had nearly disappeared.

Serious Ailments Mimicked 
By Cat Scratch Disease

Among the disorders that the domestic cat may pos¬ 
sibly transmit to human beings is the one now known as 
cat scratch disease. 

This disease may often mimic tuberculosis, tularemia, 
infectious mononucleosis, tumors, infected cysts, and a few 

other maladies. Nevertheless, -— 

althought it may be trouble¬ 
some, cat scratch fever is 
rarely of a serious nature. 

Cat scratch disease, fre¬ 
quently transmitted by a 
perfectly healthy cat, seems 
to be of recent origin de¬ 
spite the fact that cats have 
probably been scratching 
man since the Fourth Dy¬ 
nasty (about 3500 B.C.). 

The possibility that it was 
a disease distinct from any 
other was first considered in 
1932 by a medical research 
scientist in Cincinnati who 
happened to be studying a 
group of patients ill with 
suspected tularemia. 


IT WAS NOT until 1947, 
however, that American and 
French research workers cor¬ 
related existing medical 
knowledge on the subject 
and a new disease entity 
was apparently recognized. 
The first known case in the 
United States occurred in 
1951 but, since that date, 
hundreds of cases have been 
reported from both Europe 
and America. 

The germ that causes the 
disease has not yet been 
identified, but it is thought 
to be one of the myriad vi¬ 
ruses. Whether it is a feline 
disease transmitted to man 
or one in which the cat is 
just a vehicle of transporta¬ 
tion, so to speak, is not yet 
definitely established either. 

One report from France 
states that the particular 
virus may be widely distrib¬ 
uted in plants and vegetable 
life. 

An analysis of 160 cases, 
reported in an issue of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion Journal during 1954, re¬ 
vealed that most of the pa¬ 
tients had had contact with 
cats although no more than 
93 reported a cat scratch. 

IN 12 OF THE CASES stud¬ 
ied, no contact with a cat 
was found at all. Over one- 
third of the patients were 
under 10 years of age and 
two-thirds were under 30. 

Cat scratch fever usually 
starts with a lump or sore 
on the skin, followed in a 
few weeks by inflammation 
and enlargement of the 
lymph glands which may 
become tender or stay com¬ 
paratively painless. Chills or 
chilliness, aches and pains, 
fever and nausea may occur. 

Sometimes a rash appears 
and, if the lymph nodes in 
the abdomen are involved, 
abdominal pain may be 
present. 

Fortunately, a specific 
skin test can be done that 
will establish the identity 
of the disease and thus help 
the physician rule out the 
more serious disorders and 
set the patient at ease.

the relatively small number 
of cases reported. 

The malady is self-limit¬ 
ed and disappears of its own 
accord in several weeks, al¬ 
though, in occasional cases, 
the lymph glands may re¬ 
main swollen for some 
months. In some cases, cer¬ 
tain of the anti-biotics may 
be helpful. 

Since complications, such 
as encephalitis or abscesses, 
may occur, and since there 
is always the possibility that 
it is one of the more serious 
disorders, medical advice 
should always be obtained 
in cases of suspected cat 
scratch disease.
